ed Nations—the 26th session of the 
International 
Labor 
conference 
here April 20. 
Nearly 1.000 delegates from 35 
to 40 member countries of the In ­ 
ternational Labor organization will 
attend the three-wcck conclave at 
Temple university here, including 
several states not affiliated with 
the United Nations 


Essentially, the pattern of the 
conference will resemble its recent 
predecessors in concerted interna­ 
tional action —the famed food con­ 
ference at Hot Springs. V a, and 
the first meeting of the Council of 
the United Nations Relief and Re­ 
habilitation Administration at A t­ 
lantic City. 


In actuality however, the ILO 
has behind it a long record in In­ 
ternational planning dating back to 
1919, 
although 
the 
forthcoming 
event will be the first general as­ 
semblage since just before Pearl 
Harbor when the concluding ses­ 
sion of s special meeting was held 
in the White House. 
The decision to convene the con­ 
ference was taken by the ILO 's 
governing body at a meeting in 
London last December. A memo­ 
randum on the Philadelphia confer­ 
ence stated: 
"Experience after the war of 
1914-18 shows that governments 
will feel the need for defining their 
social policies, and, unless prelim­ 
inary international discussion takes 
place, uncoordinated and possibly 
conflicting policies may lead to a 
dangerous state of confusion."

The functional dyspeptic 
takes more pills.

One hopeful thing about this 
last group is that the stresses and 
responsibilities df the war cures 
instead of accentuates a lot of 
them. In such a case the func­ 
tional dyspeptic finds some pride 
in the fact that he can eat any­ 
thing, the headachers quit their 
beefing and go to work, and the 
insomniac sleeps like a top. 
One lesson from the British ex­ 
perience is that in treatment we 
shall probably have to rake these 
people in classes and treat thpm 
by group psychology. The cases 
are too numerous to allow of in­ 
dividualization. 
Another lesson each of us can 
take to heart. It is the tough- 
minded nation who are going to 
endure and you can take it if you 
make up your mind to it.

over. Of these, In the peaceful year 
of 1940, some 49,815,312 actually 
i went to the polls. That was 65 per 
cent of the possible vote. 
Something has happened to the 
ratio of men to women in this 
country and It could affect the out­ 
come of the autumnal election. The 
number of women is catching up 
with the number of men and more. 
Thus in 1910 the excess of men 
1 over women was close to three 
million, In 1940, it had been whit­ 
tled down to a mere 359.420. Now 
the women are in the lead by more 
than half a million. With millions 
I of men overseas this margin of 
* potential women voters becomes 
more and more significant. 
With a marked trend in this 
country towards an increase in the 
number of all voters, and with no 
war to upset the trend, there would 
be estimated 55,327,930 voters go­ 
ing to th# polls in November. 
The ratio of those actually vot­ 
ing to those who could vote, has 
been going up—35 6 per cent rn 
1936 and 37 A in 1940. 
The state has led the parade in 
1940 with the greatest percentage 
of voters marching to the polls was 
Illinois with a percentage of 53.4. 
Next came Indiana with 52 per 
cent and third with Delaware with 
51.2.
